Two Kinds of Money 

There is an old saying that it takes money 
to make money. That is partly true; it takes 
money and a willingness to risk it, and to 
work like old Ned to make it worth the risk. A 
friend of mine just started a business in one 
of Manitoba's best small towns. - It was a 
dream he had nursed along for many years. 
Here is how he finally made it come true. 

He worked in the same establishment I 
worked in when we were young fellows. We 
were married the same year. His salary was 
about the same as mine. But he handled his 
money differently. 

* He and his wife agreed that they would 
spend a certain amount out of each cheque, 
and the rest would go into a savings account. 
Each time the acount was big enough to buy 
a block of shares in some good company, they 
would make the purchase. 

This may not sound too different to some 
of you; but to most of us on the staff at that 
organization, it was a new concept. For this 
chap and his wife spent their 'spending' mon¬ 
ey much more freely than the rest of us. They 
were often broke before pay-day. But they 
seemed to enjoy their spending. They had, as 
it seemed, a feeling of confidence because 
they never ever dreamed of touching that part 
of their cheque which was 'NOT' spending 
money It was in the bank, or in stock certifi¬ 
cates. 

True, there were shows they didn't go to, 
things they couldn't do ... once that spending 
money had been dissipated. But the ''sav¬ 
ing" money was, there, untouched. 

I am quite sure that many of us from that 
original group of young employees have earn¬ 
ed more cash over the years than this couple. 
They, however, accumulated more than any 
of us, into a pool with which they could actu¬ 
ally do something they really wanted to do. 
And at the same time, they seemed to enjoy 
spending more than most of us did, because 
the money they did spend was meant for that. 

So one small town has a mighty fine new 
business, which has added a number of young 
people to the ranks of the gainfully employ¬ 
ed; and one middleaged couple has a business 
-they've always dreamed of having, in a town 
they have always admired. 

If you would like to do the same kind of 
thing, classify your money - a set amount for 
spending, a set amount for saving. And nev¬ 
er get the two kinds of money mixed up. 


ARE PARENTS 
NOT INTERESTED? 

Apparently t)he parentis of school 
euiiidren in Coleman are not in¬ 
terested in discussing pertinent 
problems regarding these same 
children. This would seem to be 
the Case when a panel discussion 
on such a timely topic as “Smok¬ 
ing” was held by the Home and 
School Association at its last meet¬ 
ing. 

An excellent panel of teachers, 
parents and students presented a 
most enjoyable and enlightening 
discussion on this subject—and all 
of thus for an audience of NINE. 

It is most discouraging to every¬ 
one concerned, in organizing these 
programs, to have such a lack of 
interest shown on the part of the 
parents. There was much valuable 
information to be gained by at¬ 
tending this meeting. 

' Previous meetings have been 
equally as informative, e.g., a 
well-presented program on the new 
method of arithmetic in the ele¬ 
mentary school, which proved very 
educational to the interested par¬ 
ents who did attend. 

Parents have a great many prob¬ 
lems in common and with discus¬ 
sions, many of these problems can 
often be minimized and very often 
solved in a satisfactory manner.

Coarse charcoal use 
saves containers 

Aging of containers and the 
plants they contain may be pre¬ 
vented with a little extra care. 

Sturdy container bottoms need 
not rot promptly and their plants 
grow ugly and sick from dogged 
drainage, from “wet feet” and 
smothering of bottom roots. 

Actually, these roots in the con¬ 
tainer bottom should be the best 
and safest from injury, for they 
are in a location that is the last 
to be hurt by drought heat. 

IVaditionally, gardeners have 
covered the container bottom with 
coarse gravel, shards, clinkers or 
something coarse and open, for 
fast escape of excess water. 

This layer is usually covered 
with something to keep the soil 
out of it when the container is 
filled. 

In this operation the trouble has 
been doubled. First, cinder-dink- 
ers are hard to find. Shards are 
expensive and gravel is heavy to 
carry and often remote in its 
source. 

An amateur gardener has solv¬ 
ed this problem brilliantly. 

What could be better or easier 
than to carry a few bags of char¬ 
coal from any hardware or de¬ 
partment store?

In proportion to the pleasure 
they give, books make few de¬ 
mands on the home-maker’s time 
and energy. 

A minimum of care will protect 
their life and beauty. 

Start by filling each book-case 
shelf just enough to prevent the 
books from leaning on each oth¬ 
er, while avoiding friction from 
crowding. Arrange them according 
to heighth. 

Books, like people, react to bu¬ 
rn iditf. Too much dampness fost¬ 
ers mildew and overly dry air 
causes pages and covers to become 
brittle. If there is mildew, apply 
alcohol promptly and it will gen¬ 
erally remove it. 

To counteract dryness, keep a 
wet sponge in a copper bowl un¬ 
der the book-case. Various lano¬ 
lin base oils can be used to keep 
a leather cover from drying. 


Plain household grime also is an 
enemy of books. Simple, but regu¬ 
lar cleaning can prevent damage 
—destroyed texture and color. 

The first step—dust a cloth or 
leather binding thoroughly. Then 
sponge the cover quickly with 
thick ‘dry’ soap or detergent suds. 
If necessary, sponge off individu¬ 
al pages the same way. 

Wipe with a clean, damp cloth, 
then with a dry cloth and stand 
the book on end until completely 
dry. Don’t pile just washed books 
atop one another. Squeeze the suds¬ 
ing cloth out of clear water often 
to avoid transplanting soil from 
one book to another. 

When covers are thoroughly dry, 
a thin coat of wax and brisk pol¬ 
ishing with a soft cloth will add 
lustre. A good lacquer, available at 
book-binding supply houses, pre¬ 
vents cloth binding from fading.

Since no planting or landscaping 
of home grounds is complete with¬ 
out evergreens, it should be worth 
while to outline for home-owners 
the wide range of these plants. 

But summer and winter, ever¬ 
green plants add color on the home 
grounds. 

Most of the pines have mag¬ 
nificent appearance all year long. 

Many pines make beautiful, 
tall hedges or attractive speci¬ 
men plants. 

For hedges, too, one must con¬ 
sider hemlock, which can be 
sheared low, or allowed to grow 
in lovely semi-weeping form. 

Hemlocks and pines are very 
desirable for high, all-year screen¬ 
ing purposes. 


Arboa-vitaes, too, have tradition¬ 
ally been used both for hedges and 
single specimeA piaats, - - 

Broad leavel evergreens are few¬ 
er in the north than in the warm¬ 
er climates. 

Included in the temperate zone 
are the rhododendrons, hollies, 
euonymous species, pieris, certain 
barberry and ligustrum species, 
and a few others, including laurels 
and similar plants. 

Home owners should investigate 
the wealth of needled and broad¬ 
leaved evergreens available from 
nurserymen to enhance the beau¬ 
ty of the home grounds all year 
long. Members of the nursery as¬ 
sociation are authorities on such 
plants.

Q—If I work part time, am I 
insurable? 

A—Yes, but if you are not or¬ 
dinarily employed in insurable em¬ 
ployment, ycu may claim exempt¬ 
ion by lodging a declaration to this 
ef.'eoi wi.h your employer in cer¬ 
tain employments specified in the 
Regulations of the Commission. 
These include employment for not 
more than 24 hours a week, em¬ 
ployment in food canning and pro¬ 
cessing, and several others. Con¬ 
sult your local office. 

Q—How am I to know what con¬ 
tributions are being recorded in 
my insurance book? 

A—You have the right to exam¬ 
ine your book of contribution rec¬ 
ord at a time convenient to your 
employer, but not of tenor than 
twice a month. When you leave a 
job make sure you get your book 
and look at it to see that the con¬ 
tributions are properly recorded 
up to and including the week you 
leave. If you find that your em¬ 
ployer has not put stamps in your 
book as required, or that stamps 
have been placed in error in your 
book, or that the record is wrong, 
check with your employer. If need 
be consult your union, and finally, 
if necessary, report to the local 
office. 

Q—Where do the contributions 

90? 

A—Contributions (yours and your 
emptoyer’s) are placed in the Un¬ 
employment Insurance Fund. To 
this the Federal government adds 
one-fifth of the total amount con¬ 
tributed by employers and employ¬ 
ees. The fund may be used onJv 
for the payment of benefit.

TORONTO (cp)—Gordie Howe, 
hockey's indestructible super-star 
who has carried Detroit Red 
Wings on his broad back for 
years, is Canada's outstanding 
male athlete for 1963. 

The 35-year-old right winger won 
the honor in the 29th annual Ca¬ 
nadian Press year-end poll. He 
made it by the width of a skate 
blade in a rousing head-to-head 
battle with Russ Jackson, his 
counterpart with Ottawa Rough 
Riders of the Eastern Football 
Conference and poll winner in 1959. 

Howe’s selection broke the two- 
year monopoly of Bruce Kidd, To¬ 
ronto’s young track star, whose 
spiked-shoe career suffered a ser¬ 
ious setback from a heel ailment. 
By late November Kidd was back 
in shape and won the United States 
10,000-metre cross-country champi¬ 
onship over a field of 136 at New 
York. 

Kidd, 20-year-old University of 
Toronto runner, was hoisted to 
the top in 1961 and 1962 in over¬ 
whelming sweeps but this time 
the selectors — the country's 
sports editors and sportscasters 
— didn't even mention him on their 
ballots. 

The 154 voters, just off the re¬ 
cord 156 set a year ago, made it 
a two-man figbt between Howe and 
the 27-year-old Jackson, the Rough 
Rider quarterback who scored an 
unprecedented double triumph as 
the oustanding player and top Ca¬ 
nadian in the Canadian Football 
League.

Experimental Process 
Of Iron Ore 


TORONTO, Ont. - A multi-mil¬ 
lion dollar research program to 
evaluate an experimental process 
fer the direct reduction of iron 
ore using petroleum products will 
be undertaken by Imperial (Ml at 
its refinery at Dartmouth, N. S. 

The company announced today 
that it will be spending about $13 
million over the next three years 
on this project. A contract has 
been awarded to the Canadian 
Bechtel Company for the construc¬ 
tion at the refinery of an ex¬ 
perimental research plant which 
will cost about $7 million and em¬ 
ploy approximately 55 people. 

Construction of the plant will 
start this spring and it will go into 
operation early in 1965. 

The process, a development of 
Esso Research and Engineering 
Co,, reduces the iron in iron ores 
to metallic state. The product can 
then be used directly in steel-mak¬ 
ing equipment. Ores from various 
mining areas will be tested. 

Since Canada is the largest ex¬ 
porter of iron ore in the world, 
success of the new process could 
lead to plant construction in major 
ore producing areas. 

Changes Announced 
Re Older Workers 

Mr. Terry Robertson, manager 
of the National Employment Ser¬ 
vice in Blairmore, has stated the 
government has announced certain 
changes concerning the conditions 
governing the Older Worker Em¬ 
ployment and Training Incentive 
Program. 

The changes are designed to en¬ 
able a greater measure of partici¬ 
pation in the program by employ¬ 
ers and workers. Originally, the 
hiring period was November 1st. 
1963, to January 31, 1964. 

This period has now been ex¬ 
tended to March 31st, 1964. The 
second major change involves the 
cancellation of the qualifying con¬ 
dition that to be eligible for em¬ 
ployment in an approved job, the 
worker must have exhausted avail¬ 
able regular unemployment insur¬ 
ance benefit. 

The incentive will be paid to 
employers for each eligible work¬ 
er hired, and will be based on 50 
per cent of wages or $75 per month 
which ever is less, and will be 
paid for a period of 12 months.
